The 
girl succeeded in freeing herself of 
the bond and tried to swim the river. 
She w a s nicked up after clinging for 
several hours to a rock.

Freight Hits Machine 
Containing Raffens- 
perger Sisters At 
Stratton Street 
Crossing. 


Two sisters had what is described as 
a “miraculous” escape from death 
when the light automobile in which 
they were riding wras 
struck 
by 
a 
shifting freight train on the Western 
Maryland railway at the North S trat­ 
ton street crossing late Friday night. 
Although uie girls 
escaped 
with 
only minor injuries, suffering chiefly 
from shock, their automobile was re­ 
duced to a twisted, broken mass of 
wreckage when it was shoved seven­ 
teen yard i bv the 
train and pinned 
against a freight car on an adjacent 
track. 
The two young women in the ma­ 
chine, Misses Myrna and Eva Raffenfi- 
perger, are daughters of Mr. and Mrs, 
George Raffensperger, Straban town­ 
ship. Mr. Raffensperger is field agent 
in Adams, Franklin, Pulton and Cum­ 
berland counties for the bureau of 
animal industry, state department of 
agriculture. 
View Obscured 
According to Miss Myrna RafFens- 
perger, who was driving, a freight 
car, on a siding along the warehouse 
of (’. M. Wolf, North Stratton street, 
obstructed her view of the shifting 
freight train, ami caused her to check 
the speed of the machine as she ap­ 
proached the crossing.___________ 
A fter passing the freight car, which 
obstructed her view of 
the 
freight 
train, Miss Raffensperger drove her 
car directly on the track of the ap­ 
proaching train which was backing in 
the yards to pick up additional cars. 
The automobile was hit in the i-ear 
by the box car and shoved along tho 
track for fifty feet before the engineer 
was signaled to stop the train. 
By 
the time the engine was stopped, the 
light automobile was crushed against 
a freight car cm an adjacent track 
with the two girls in the wreckage. 
According to Miss Myrna Raffens­ 
perger and C. P. Cessna, Baltimore 
street, whom Miss Raffensperger noti­ 
fied of the accident. Conductor Bach- 
tell of the shifting, freight train told 
them that the light in his lantern be­ 
came extinguished a few minutes pre­ 
vious to the crash and he was unable 
to signal the automobile to stop. Ho 
said he yelled to Miss Raffensperger 
to stop her car, they said, but that it 
was then too late to avoid the acci­ 
dent. 
The freight train was moving 
ut low speed at the time of the crash, 
it is said by persons residing nearby 
who heard the crash and ran out to 
investigate. 
The fact that the automobile re­ 
mained upright as it wa.*- pushed along 
by the freight train and the fact that 
the machine was struck in the rear 
probably sav«*d the occupants of the 
light machine from serious injury or 
probably worse.
